Now, Courteous Reader , Confider whether this

For Seamen that go long Voyages, or others, That 
travel by Land, this Medicine is of great uſe, and 
may fave life , where at Sea the Doctors Cheſt (or in 
other places the Shop Medicines) may fail: For at Sea 
in Calentures, Feavors and Fluxes, many Seamen are 
loſt, for want of a good Medicine powerfully to re- 
ſiſt Diſeaſes. 

They are alſo of uſe in Foraign Plantations, where 
many that efcape Death, are for ever deprived of the 
former uſe of their Limbs; and all for want'of good 
Medicine.

That the Fonr feigned Humors , exceeding their Natu- 
ral Quality and Temperament , never were, Are, or can 
be, the Cauſes of Diſeaſes in#he Human: Body ; and that 
all Exceſſes of Humors, or humid, hot, cold, or dry Oua- 
Lities ſuperabounding in #s, are only the Produtts and Ef- 
fefts , not Canſes or Beginnings of any Diſeaſe 5 but Drſ- 
eaſes and Death have their Seat ard Exiſtance in the very 
Principle of Life , or Senſitive Soul in Man, and are ori- 
ginally Spiritual (or characterzcd) in the Spirit , before 
they aſſume Mattcr , and become Corporeal (or Elimen- 
tiſh Humors. ) | 
Poſition the Second. 

That as the External Air of the Microcoſme (or Great 
World) «x the Medium between Heaven and Earth , aud 
the only In/#rwment of Life and Death, Generation and 
Corruption of all Individuals exiſtant therein ; ſo the 1n- 
rernal Air, or eAther in the Microcoſme (or Little World 
Man ) :s the Medium berwixt Life and Death, Health 
and Sickneſs in the Body of Man. 

Foſfion the Third. 

That all Medicines , net endued with Gifts apt to re@13 
fie, corroborate, enliven, and illuminate our Senſitive Soul 
or Spirit of Life, and its own ether ( or Air ) are not 
to be accounted Natural (or friendly) Remedies ; and that 
all Medicines (ſo called) of a dirett forcible Attion , whe- 
ther Purges, Vomitories, Sudorificks (or Sweating Medi- 
cines, &c.) together with the ſuppoſed Remedies of Blood- 
letting, Salvation, (or Fluxing with Mercury ) Clſters, 
Blifters, and Opiaztes, are Inimical (or Enemies) to Na- 
ture, and care not, unleſs by accidcut ; but too often prove 
the Hoſtile Invaders of Life. 

And ſince every Diſeaſe in us (according to the three 
tore-going Poſitions) rakes its form or attion, from the 
Nataral Spirit debilit ated or oppreſſed , enraged or diſiter- 
bed with Venomes (or otherwiſe) therefore every Remedy 
not capable to ſtrengthen the ſame Spirit in its own Inns 
and Atls, and which hath not gifts (allo) to overcome or 
expel Venoms , 1s not fit to be eſtecmced a Natural Me- 
dicine , &C.
